Mansfield 
Follows His 
Own Advice

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Years 


ago, before he became the Sen- 
ate's Democratic leader, Mike 
Mansfield 
of Montana said a 


man in a job like that should 
speak out and up as his con- 
science tells him. 


He has been following his own 


advice ever since, sometimes in 
ways that must gall President 
Johnson who may ignore Mans- 
field's proposals but never quar- 
rels with him in public. 


These 
have been three of 


Mansfield's main themes: 


He aches to see the Vietnam- 


ese war ended, never gives up 
thinking 
a 
meeting between 


President Johnson and French 
President 
Charles de Gaulle 


might do some good and wants 
a big reduction in U. S. forces 
in Europe. 


Johnson has been all for peace 


in Viet Nam, too, but he has 
been cool on a meeting with the 
Frenchman and is against pull- 
ing troops out of Europe. 


Johnson had been the Senate 


leader until the 1960 elections 
made him vice president. Then 
in 
1961 Mansfield 
succeeded 


him. 
Except for that, there is 


not much resemblance between 
the two. 


The President, a tough ego- 


tist, handled the senators two 
ways — rough and sweet. Which 
he used depended on which he 
thought was needed. 


At 63 Mansfield is retiring, 


modest, cautious, gentle, an ex- 
professor, ex-soldier, ex-sailor 
ex-marine, ex-miner who pre- 
fers logic and reason to the whip 
and is tolerant of an antagonist- 
ic view. 


He didn't have any illusions 


about what lay ahead when he 
became Senate leader. One of 
his first statements after being 
chosen was: "I look forward to 
a period of harmony and unity." 


But he also said: "Actually, 


the leadership is a headache. 
You can't please everyone. Ev- 
ery senator is a prima donna in 
some way." 


Nevertheless, while the har- 


mony may seem subdued and 
the unity often invisible in a 
place 
where Democrats have 


far 
outnumbered 
Republicans 


for years, senators under Mans- 
field 
have managed to avoid 


much fuss and feuding. 


And 
the Republican leader, 


Illinois' Sen, Everett M. Dirk- 
sen, who can exude great quan- 
tities of brotherliness, said on 
Mansfield's 62nd b i r t h d a y : 


"Mike, we love you." 


But, 
while Mansfield's heart 


may be in the right place, some 
of his most persistent hopes and 
proposals have landed in the re- 
frigerator. 


Just this week, with De Gaulle 


making a world tour, Mansfield 
suggested a Johnson-De Gaulle 
meeting to discuss the restora- 
tion of peace in Viet Nam and 
the future of all Southeast Asia. 


Johnson isn't particularly hap- 


py with De Gaulle who under- 
mined the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization by ordering out of 
France all NATO troops—most- 
ly American — who weren't un- 
der French command. 


Still, Mansfield suggested that 


when De Gaulle, on his way 
home, 
reached Guadeloupe, a 


French island in the Caribbean, 
this would be a "most conveni- 
ent" place for Johnson to meet 
with the French president. 


The White House heard this 


idea 
calmly but 
stiffly, 
and 


Wednesday 
in 
Cambodia 
a 


spokesman for De Gaulle said 
there are no plans for such a 
meeting and before there was 
one De Gaulle would want some 
indication it might be fruitful. 


Johnson hasn't given any. 
Mansfield repeatedly has sug- 


gested a big U. S. troop with- 
drawal from NATO. His idea is 
that Europe is far better able 
to defend itself than it used to 
be, and so many Americans are 
not needed. Wednesday, with 12 
other Democrats, he proposed it 
again. 
Republicans denounced 


the idea. 


And the White House froze it, 


probably to death, by saying: 
"In the administration's view 
this would not be a helpful step 
at this time."

"Since their roles 
complemented each other in so 
many ways, Jack did a poor job 
of trying to conceal his pride in

As Fay relates it: 
"Jack looked at me calmly as 


though I had just told him that 
his shoe was untied, 
" 'Red,' he said, without a 


flicker, 'The story is false, but I 
wouldn't feel all that confident 
about killing it if I were you. 
People who spread stories like 
that don't want to accept a deni- 


al. I think I know the girl in 
New York who is spreading that 
report. She and Jackie go to 
some of the same parties, and, 
amazingly enough, Jackie says 
she is always very friendly'." 


Fay also mentions briefly the 


rumor of a "secret marriage" 
by Jack 
Kennedy before 
his 


marriage to Jacqueline,

gossip than I was," Fay notes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Flags 


wave, workers parade, bands 
blare and speakers laud labor's 
role In American life as the na* 
tion observes Labor Day today. 


The holiday dates back to 


1882, when workers staged the 
first Labor Day parade in New 
York City. It has been a legal 
holiday since 1894. 


This year's observance comes 


amid record employment and a 
growing discontent over infla- 
tionary pressures. 


The 
government announced 


last 
week that 16.4 
million 


Americans were at work in Au- 
gust, a carryover of July's 
record-breaking figure, A week 


earlier, It had announced the 
cost of living had reached a 
record high. 


labor's 
top 
spokesman, 


George Meany, president of the 
13-million-member 
AFL-CIO, 


defended the right to strike as 
vital to democracy and said in a 
holiday statement labor is not to 
blame for rising prices. 


President Johnson said Labor 


Day is a time to focus on new 
ways to assure every citizen an 
equal share in the greatness of 
America. 


"Every segment of American 


life — labor, government, busi- 
ness, the public at large — has 
a special stake in extending our 
prosperity to those it has eluded 
for too long," Johnson said in 
his Labor Day message. 


Vice 
President 
Hubert H. 


Humphrey and Secretary of La- 
bor W. Willard Wirtz steered 
clear of controversial economic 
issues in their Labor Day mes- 
sages, confinine themselves to 


praising labor's role in seeking 
a better life for all American:. 


In the background of the Ut- 


bor Day celebration hung the 
strong possibility of a major 
strike in the telephone industry, 
following hard on the heels of 
the recent 
crippling airlines 


walkout that spurred new talk 
of antistrike legislation. 


"In recent weeks and months, 


some of the basic precepts of 
free trade unionism have been 
challenged," Meany said in an 
obvious reference to the airlines 
furor. 


"Anyone who says he believes 


in the right to strike must ac- 
cept the fact that strikes will 
sometimes occur," he said. 


Congress was considering leg- 


islation to end the airlines strike 
when the AFL-CIO International 
Association of Machinists set- 
tled with five airlines. There are 
signs that new legislation to 
deal with strikes may come up 
in the next session of Congress.

They have, 
therefore, lent their support 
to the project. 


One moral to be drawn from 


this experience is that every 
adolescent should train him- 
self for service in a field that 
stimulates his interest.

President Is 
Getting His 
Lumps Now

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent Johnson would look like a 
tattoed 
man 
if troubles and 


criticism left a mark on the 
skin. 


But life-long politician John- 


son knows It's par for the course 
for a president to get his lumps 
in a congressional election year 
like this and he seems to be 
bearing up comfortably under 
the burden of unhappy events. 


Republicans, 
looking to the 


November elections, have been 
pecking away at him. Some crit- 
ics have done it all year. And 
the polls indicate he's not as 
popular as he was. 


The war in Viet Nam is per- 


haps his biggest political handi- 
cap. Prices and interest rates 
have gone up. His wage guide- 
lines have been shattered. Infla- 
tion is a constant danger. And 
street riots continue in some 
cities. 


Johnson has some kind of an- 


swer, satisfactory or not, for 
almost everything. 


The Democrats won control of 


House and Senate by more than 
a 2-1 margin in their landslide 
victory in 1964. But it's tradi- 
tional in an off-year election like 
the one coming up for the in- 
party to lose some seats in Con- 
gress. 


The Republicans claim they 


will capture 40 House seats. If 
they captured just 15 or 20 John- 
son would have trouble getting 
his "Great Society" programs 
through during the 
next two 


years before the 1968 presiden- 
tial election. 


If they lost only 15 or 20 seats 


in the House, the Democrats 
would still have numerical con- 
trol but not voting control, since 
conservative 
Democrats 
team 


up with Republicans too often 
for Johnsonian comfort. 


For example: 
One of his pet programs — 


rent subsidies for the poor — 
just oozed through the House by 
a four-vote margin, despite the 
Democrats' 
2-1 majority over 


the Republicans in total num- 
bers. 


But Johnson says he doesn't 


think the elections 
will make 


any unusual changes in House 
and 
Senate. 
He's 
taking no 


chances. His recent trips to the 
Midwest, New York, New Eng- 
land and the West were hardly 
"nonpolitical." 


As 
for 
rising prices and 


wages: 
Twice in the past two 


weeks he gave a warning that 
could mean he will call for price 
and wage controls if the spiral 
keeps going up. Yet, the-wayhe 
said it sounded mild. 


He simply called on labor and 


business to show self-restraint 
for, otherwise, he said, the gov- 
ernment might have to take oth- 
er measures to control inflation. 


While expressing deep sympa- 


thy for the condition of improver- 
ished Negroes, he spoke out 
against riots in the streets, call- 
ing on whites and Negroes to 
show self-discipline and reliance 
on justice and the law. 


His administration has been 


criticized for not doing more to 
help 
the nation's 
dilapidated 


cities but he said: His adminis- 
tration "has 
done more than 


any administration in the histo- 
ry of the country" to help the 
cities. 


Republicans, like Richard M. 


N'Lxon, former vice president, 
predict division over the Viet- 
namese war will help the Re- 
publicans 
in November while 


they list the rising cost of living 
and interest rates as election 
issues, too. 


Republicans 
generally back 


Johnson on the war but are his 
constant critics for his handling 


of it. A number of Democrats 
have done It, too. 


Johnson 
hasn't 
soft-pedaled 


the war. 


But 
the 
one 
thing 
which 


seemed to leave him speechless 
was the Gallup poll report that 
Democrats prefer New York's 
Democratic Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy to Johnson for the presi- 
dency in 1968. 


Asked for an explanation of 


this, Johnson 
said he had no 


explanation.

Holiday Toll 
Sailing to 
New Record

Seven lives were snuffed out 


early today as two cars crashed 
near 
Clearwater 
in western 


Florida, pushing the 78-hour 
Labor Day weekend traffic toll 
toward what the National Safety 
Council said looked like a "pret- 
ty definite" record. 


The death toll reached 457. 
The crash on U.S. 19 a few 


miles north of Clearwater killed 
three boys and four girls, all 
teens, and injured three others. 


It was one of four multiple 


fatalities that marred the holi- 
day. 
The grimmest 
accident 


came Sunday when three cars 
collided west of Norwalk on the 
rain-slippery Ohio Turnpike and 
nine persons died. 


"Unless there's some radical 


improvement," 
said a safety 


council spokesman, "it will be 
near the top of our estimate — 
630 deaths. This, of course, 
would far surpass the record of 
563. 


"At this point, it looks pretty 


definite," he added. 


For comparison, 505 persons 


died on a recent non-holiday 
weekend. 


Two multiple - fatality acci- 


dents Saturday took 11 lives. A 
collision in Jacksonville, 
111., 


killed 
four 
members of one 


family and two other persons 
and injured two others critical- 
ly. A head-on crash near Wag- 
ner, S.D., resulted in five deaths 
and four injuries. 


The 78-hour holiday began at 6 


p.m. local time Friday. It ends 
tonight at midnight local time. 
Halfway through, 279 persons 
had died in traffic, compared to 
225 at the y point during 
the 1965 weekend. 


The safety council points to 


the past as it warns that tired 
drivers mean more accidents 
during the last half of the holi- 
day. 


The Associated Press sur- 


veyed nationwide traffic deaths 
from 6 p.m. Friday, Aug. 19, to 
midnight Monday, Aug. 22, to 
provi a compison with the 
holiday toll. It found 505 persons 
died in traffic, 19 died in boating 
accidents and 41 drowned. 


Early today, 18 had died in 


boating accidents and 51 had 
drowned. 


The three three-day holiday 


weekends this year have all set 
traffic death records. Over the 
New Year, 564 died; 542 more 
perished during the Memorial 
Day weekend and 576 on the 
July 4 weekend. 


But the all time three-day hol- 


iday weekend death toll was set 
over Christmas 1965, when 720 
persons died in traffic.

in the Chicago area. Less than 
one-quarter of the

were white. Some other march- 
es have been nearly half com- 
posed of whites. 


As in other demonstrations, 


rocks, bottles and firecrackers 
flew at the marchers and heck- 
lers shouted taunts and obsceni- 
ties. 


But, unlike other demonstra- 


tions, many of the marchers 
returned the taunts and threats.

and hcklers made 


the threats impossible to carry 
out. 


The heckling and missile toss- 


ing increased as the march

end. Police and 


guardsmen 
intervened, swing- 


ing nightsticks and rifles. A 
guardsman fired three shots 
over the heads of a group of 
white teen-agers. 


Police 
surged 
into 
both 


marchers 
and spectators 
as 


both factions struggled to get at 
one another. The police prevent- 
ed the two groups from meet- 
ing. 


One white youth was clubbed 


by police and dragged away. 
Within minutes, order was re- 
stored and the marchers contin- 
ued the few blocks to their dis- 
persal point inside Chicago. Ci- 
cero, an all-white community of 
70,000, borders Chicago on the 
west.

But It can't 
make all the gains It wants — 
all at once — no matter how big 
wage Increases become. For in 
the long run, even the strongest 
union, with the power to negoti- 
ate massive wage increases, 
cannot hold its own if it contrib- 
utes to an inflation that wrecks 
prosperity." 


As for businessmen, Johnson 


said the manufacturer knows 
"that the abundant profits he 
earns from keeping his plant 
fully used can be destroyed by 
shortsighted attempts to get a 
little higher profit through high- 
er prices." 


The President, his travel paid 


for by the Democratic party, 
was visiting Detroit and Battle 
Creek, Mich., Dayton and Lan- 
caster, Ohio. Freshman Demo- 
crats in the House face Republi- 
can opposition in the November 
election In all these communi- 
ties. 


While in effect lecturing his 


Detroit 
audience, 
assembled 


under sponsorship of the AFL- 
CIO, Johnson sought to blunt 
labor's unhappiness over the 
administration's 
defeats in ef- 


forts to repeal Section 14B. 


"One piece of unfinished busi. 


ness," he said, "is to repeal a 
law that gives no one the right 
to work, that weakens union 
responsibility without strength- 
ening Individual liberty, that 
causes endless and useless 
dispute In our country," 


As in 1964 and 1965 and 1966, 


he said, repeal action will be 
"on my list of major recom- 
mendations to the next Con- 
gress," 


Regarding a guaranteed an- 


nual wage, Johnson said:
